the protest had not been receded 
They commented that in the 
past they have explained to news­

still closed, that Russia does not 
have an excess of newsprint, and 
that if it did the shipping prob­ 
lem would be difficult. 
Reps. Boren and Brow n said 
they also told the Secretary of 
State: 
"Just prior to the wa: France 
was becoming more and more self- 
sufficient in meeting her own pa­ 
per requirements bv expanding 
her pulp and paper industry.

WAR PRODUCTION BOARD 
PROHIBITS CERTAIN USES 
OF ELECTRKITY 


As a means of conserving fuel on a nation-wide basis, the War 
Production Board has issued an order, dated January 13, 1945, 
which prohibits the use of electricity for the following purposes; 


4*(ll Outdoor advertising and outdoor promotional 
lighting. 


*M2) Outdoor display lighting except where necessary 
for the conduct of the business of outdoor establish­ 
ments. 


*M3) Outdoor decorative and outdoor ornamental light­ 
ing. 


"(4) Show window lighting except where necessary for 
interior illumination. 


**(5) Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts for each 
marquee. 


“(6) White way street lighting in excess of the amount 
determined by local public authority to be necessary for 
public safety. 


"(7) Outdoor sign lighting except for: (i) directional or 
identification signs required for fire and police protec­ 
tion, traffic control, transportation terminals or hospitals; 
or directional or identification signs for any similar es­ 
sential public services the lighting of which is specifically 
certified to be necessary by local public authority. Certifi­ 
cation shall be made in writing to the appropriate elec­ 
tric supplier and need not be in any particular form; (ii) 
directional or identification signs using net more than 
60 watts per establishment, for doctors and for hotels, 
and other public lodging establishments.'* 


As a supplier of electricity. The Dayton Power and Light Com­ 
pany is required to bring this order to the attention of all its 
customers using electricity for these purposes. 


This order of the War Production Board is by its terms manda­ 
tory, effective February I, 1945, and places the responsibility for 
compliance upon the users of electricity. The War Production 
Board, however, urges voluntary compliance as soon as possible. 


The order further requires that the Company notify any cus­ 
tomer known by the Company to be in continued violation of 
the order after February I. A copy of this notification must be 
sent to the District Office of the War Production Board. 


The War Production Board asks full cooperation of all users 
affected. The order provides that wilful violation is subject to 
fine or imprisonment, and further provides that the Board upon 
determination of continued violation, may direct the suspension 
of service and prescribe the conditions under which service may 
be restored.

With vast satisfaction this col­ 
umn records that German morale 
Is one of b lackest desperation in 
the face of a disaster which is in­ 
evitab le.

feverish preparations for a b loody 
finish fight.

Despite toe fact they have ab an­ 
doned any effort to work the great 
industries of Upper Silesia, the 
Reichswehr has taken over this 
rich zone for defense against the 
invading Russians. 
This in itself 
is an admission of tile gravity of 
the .situation, for Hitler has b een 
depending heavily on these indus­ 
trials to keep his war machine 
running. 
Undoub tedly one factor which 
enters into the Nazi “eight days” 
calculation has to do with w heth­ 
er the Red armies can keep up Aile 
^« » ce of their 
cyclonic 
offensive 
without pausing for a 
b reather. 
They have b een going since J a n ­ 
uary 12 at a pace which is one of 
the marvels of military history, 
and under normal circumstances 
they would b e expected to slow 
down for a b it. 
They may have got ahead of 
their main supplies in their wild 
race. They may need a little time 
to b ring up reserves for the final 
assault. 
Also important is the fact that 
the Russians have to protect b oth 
flanks of their 
great 
b attle-line, 
which extends from the Baltic Sea 
dwn to Hungary. 
Ifs true they 
virtually have neutralized the b ig 
German force in East Prussia, and 
have gone far towards nullifying 
the danger from a German coun- 
, ter-thrust in the south. 
Still, un­ 
til those German armies have b een 
annihilated they remain a poten- 
, tial menace which cannot b e dis­ 
regarded b y the Russian forces ad­ 
vancing in the center.

their 1943 income tax returns. 
These

than March 15, 1945. 
Many Fayette County residents 
are included in the list who will j 
receive b ills for the “unforgiven 
tax.” 
Commissioner Nunan explained 
that 
this type of 
payment is due 
from only ab out 4,000.000 out of 
the estimated 50.000.OOO individ­ 
uals who are req uired to file 1944 
income tax returns b y March 15, 
1945. Therefore, in order to avoid

of tax­ 
payers who must file 1944 returns 
b ut 
do not owe any unforgiven 
the previous 
year, the

transactions. 
The b ills for “unforgiven tax” 
arise from the switch-over to the 
pay-as-you-go 
system of income 
tax 
collection. To avoid collect­ 
ing two years taxes from individ­ 
uals in one 
year, Congress for­

in most cases 
at least 75 
percent 
of the individuals’ 1942 
tax 
and 
added 
the unforgiven 
part to 
their 1943 tax. At least 
one-half of the unforgiven part 
was pay able March 15, 1944. and 
the b alance 
is due March 15, 
1945. It is this b alance for which 
b dls are now b eing mailed.

Twenty - two - y ear - o l d F /S gt, 
J ack W. Dumo nt!, so n o f Pro f. and 
Mrs. Dwight L. Dumo nd o f the 
Univ ersity o f Michigan, was sho t 
do wn o v er Germany two y ears ago 
This Halifax bo mber tail gunner 
with the ROAF, o ne o f 300 Ameri­ 
can bo y s fighting in the Armies o f 
the Allies, was captured by the 
Germans. He was the o nly member 
o f the sev en-man crew to surv iv e. 
Operating under regulatio n* aet 
up in the Genev a treaty , his cap­ 
to rs no tified the Internatio nal Red 
Cro ss in Genev a. Immediately a 
ruble was sent by the Red Cro ss

More and more of our public men are 
recognizing that their correspondence be­ 
longs to the nation, and are giv ing it to 
the Librarv of Congress for safe-keeping. 
The only recent ex ceptions 
are President 
Roosev elt, who has erected at Hy de Park, 
N .rY.t a special building 
for his 
papers. 
and President Harding, 
most of 
whose 
documents were, after his death, 
sy stem­ 
atically destroy ed by his wife. 
This is an ex cellant idea. Letters of pub­ 
lic men are the hest sources for the history 
of a period. Contemporaries may be fooled 
by propaganda and 
suppression, 
but the 
record should finally be put straight. 
Sometimes entirely new light is thrown 
on a man and his friends by the publication 
of his priv ate letters. Many are wondering 
if this will be the case with Abraham Lin­ 
coln’s correspondence. 
Giv en 
to the Li­ 
brary of Congress by his son. it 
may be 
consulted in 19 -17 and thereafter. Ex citing 
rumors hav e been spread 
about 
it, 
one 
that it say s a member of his cabinet was a 
traitor. If that is true. Americans would 
like to know it. 


The Soc ia l Se c urity 'Tok e " 
President Roosev elt, in signing the bill 
•’freezing” Social Security tax es for 19 45 
at one percent on both employ ers and em­ 
ploy ees, is reported to 
hav e done so re­ 
luctantly . 
Now that Social Security statistics for 
19 44 are av ailable, one 
wonders why the 
reluctance. They disclose 
that 
benefits 
paid out to some 1.200,000 persons during 
that y ear aggregated $2,352,09 6,000, while 
as of December 31, 19 44, the reserv e was 
in ex cess of six billion dollars. From these 
figures it can readily be deduced that at 
the present rate 
of disbursements, a 
re­ 
serv e has been piled up sufficient to meet 
all demands upon the fund for two and a 
half y ears, without any additional monies 
being paid in. And this reserv e, mind y ou, 
was accumulated at a one percent assess­ 
ment on employ ers and employ ees. 
Surely the Congress acted wisely in ov ­ 
erwhelmingly declaring against the Social 
Security tax es being doubled 
this 
y ear. 
The present rate is furnishing an amount 
far in ex cess of what is required. In v iew 
of this, why the insistence on the part of 
Secretary Morgenthau, the President and 
others that the rate be increased? 
The argument that there 
should 
be a 
huge reserv e to take carf* of any possible 
emergency , 
cannot be adv anced, because 
this supposed six billion dollar reserv e is 
|not now in the 
Social Security Fund, nor 
would any additional reserv e 
due to in­ 
crease in assessments go into that fund to 
stay . 
Resting in the Social 
Security strong­ 
box are bonds— representing money loaned 
to the United 
States 
gov ernment. 
The 
fund has 
no alternative 
but 
to loan its 
surplus to Uncle Sam. 
It would 
be silly 
and dangerous t > keep it in Currency. 
Thu= a large part of these .social Secur­ 
ity deductions from the pay envelopes of 
workers and payments 
from 
employers 
simply finds its way speedily into the gen-

O N E of the most active fields of 
medical study and interest in the 
pa st qua rte r of a century has been 
that of the ductless, or endocrine 
glands. The small masses of glan-

dular tissue scattered over the 
body and discharg.ng their secre­ 
tions directly into the blood stream 
were found to influence growth, 
weight, nutrition and reproductive 
functions and, by implication, per­ 
sonality, mental life and many 
other not readily definable aspects 
of health and happiness. 
Tho publ’c was as charmed as 
the medical profession with the 
possibilities and even more gulli­ 
ble in their willingness to take 
"shot*” designed to improve the 
character, complex ion and social 
graces. 
Hopes Too High 
Undoubtedly, in many instances, 
they got their hopes too high and 
as a natural consequence there has 
been a reaction of disappointment 
and skept.cism about these won­ 
der working ex tracts. 
Someone asked me the other 
day along these lines 
whether 
there were any solid objective 
methods of ex amining a person to 
see whether any disturbance of 
the endocrines ex isted. 
He was 
under the impression that doctors 
just sort of guessed that because 
this person was too stout or too 
short or a little eccentric tha t this 
or that endocrine ex tract would 
fix b m up so he tried two or three 
in a highly ex perimental mood. 
The question has a good dial of 
point and deserves an answer. If 
the enthusiastic layman, beguiled 
by endocrine fairy tales, had look­ 
ed in one of the more conservative 
medical treatises on the subject, 
he would have found statements 
for which proof can be adduced, 
and quite a dearth of the w.shful 
thinking about the effects of en- 
doerines tha t characterizes some 
of the “ popular' pronouncements. 


Endocrine Disorder Rare 
In the first place, endocrine dis­ 
order is fairly rare. 
The only 
common ones are diabetes and dis­ 
turbances of the thyroid gland. 
The idea that everyone ot even 
fifty per cent of the population is 
somewhat unbalanced this way is 
pure fancy. 
One of the really scientific pra c­ 
titioners of endocrinology known

to me, makes the following ro u­ 
tine ex aminations on every sus­ 
pected case: 
1. Anthromometry — meas ure­ 
ment of height, span of arms, com­ 
parison of upper and lower body 
segments, and weight. 
2. F at distribution, or type of 
leanness. 
3. Basal metabol.sm— this ii a 
measurement of ox ygen consump­ 
tion, and indicates whether n ut r i ­ 
tion is going at a fast or slow rate 
4. Blood sedimentation test. 
5. Xray studies of the bones of 
at least the wrist and ankle. Often 
the 
whole 
skeleton 
is 
x rayed. 
Study of these plates indicate bet­ 
ter than anything else whether 
growth is proceeding according to 
schedule. They are. of course, most 
valuable in children. 
6. Chemical and blood testa. (I ) 
Blood cholesterol, (2) forty-eight 
hour creatine ex cretion tests, (8) 
glucose tolerance test, (4) blood 
calcium. 


Ex act Meaaarementa 


You don’t have to know what all 
these mean. I put them down sim­ 
ply to give the impression that 
they are ex act measurements, c a r ­ 
ried out in a chemical laboratory 
and hence not influenced by the 
unrestrained imaginings of the ex ­ 
aminer. 
I here is no place here for the 
record of personality deviations, 
a bn o r m a l i t i e s of r e pr o d uc t i v e 
functions or mental activity. These 
still remain to the ex aminer's opin­ 
ion. But in most instances, if there 
is an y thin g wrong in these de­ 
part m ents which is due to endo­ 
crine disturbance, the objective 
tests as given above will show 
some char ge and it ta found in 
practice sale to stick to them for 
the determination of a final jud g ­ 
ment.
